SETTLING THE WAR PROBLEMS.

The Eve of Important Conferences. 


; London, February 29. 
The stage is now sot for the historic Near East and Reparations 
Conferences in London, which, it is hoped, will 
result in a settlement of the principal romaining .problems 
arising from the war. Apart from the Belgian and ‘Turkish 
Nationalist representatives, the latter of whom are on the way to 
London, practically all the foreign delegations havo now arrived. The 


French representatives, headed by M. Briand and including General | 


Gauraud, and the Italian delegation headed by Count Sforza, Foreign 
Minister, reached London last evening. The Turkish Government 

delegates and Greek delogation, headed by: the Premier, M. Kalo- 
ggeropoulos, are already here, whila M. Venizelos has returned to 
London from Paris. 

Mr, Lloyd George and M. Briand had a cordial meeting at 
‘Victoria ‘Station last ovoning, whon it was arranged that Mr. 
Lloyd George, M. Briand and Count Sforza should preliminarily 
confer at Downing Streot to-day. 

The official meetings with the Greek and Turkish delogates 
in’ the historic Picture Gallery at St. James’ ,Palaco are 
not expected to’ begin before Wednesday at the earliest, in 
view of the necessity of the two Turkish dolégations first coming to 
an agreement, in order that they may appear together before the 
Conference. : 

The difficultios of the Conference are exemplified by tho fact 
that, while Greece demands: that the Treaty of Sevres be not’ 
altered, France favours a radical revision in favour of Turkey, 
including, it is understood, the retrocession to Turkey by Greece of 

. the whole of the Smyrna area, except, perhaps, the city of Smyrna, 
the fate, of which, it is suggested, should be determinod by a 
ple Aecite aftor a term of yoars. nt 

With regard to tho Reparations Conference, which. is opaning 
on March 1, it is emphasised from Paris that the whole of France 

« is determined not to tolorate any further concession to Germany and 
wants ull doubts romoved with regard to the enforcement of penalties 
in the event of Gorman default. In this conriection it is suggested 
that inatead ‘of occupying the Rubr area in such an event, 
France might advance into Bavaria, and thet the recent speeches of 
Herr. von Simons in South Germany, inciting resistance to the 
Allies’ demands, are attributable to this possibility. 


THE IRISH UNREST. 


Thiteca Armed Men Killed. 


London, February 20. 
Military Headquarters at Dublin state that a party of Hamp- 
shires surprised a body of armed men’ in a house near Middleton, 
Co. Cork, yesterday afternoon. Two. hours of fighting resulted in 13 
armed men being killed, whi'st three of the wounded were captured, 
as also were a number of Service rifies, a quantity of ammunition 


and bombs: One soldier was'slightly wounded. 


Wounded Soldier Removed from Hospital and Shot. -

It is officially stated that the Dublin police and the military 
raided the headquarters of the Irish Republican Army and seized 
important documents. After discharging revolvers and bombs at a 
motor-car containing a party of auxiliaries, Dublin Sinn Feiners 
sheltered behind women and children, firing through the living 
screen ; consequently the auxiliaries were-unable to retaliate. Sinn 
Feiners murdered two well-known Protestant farmers near Skibereen 
in the presence of their wives. Armed Sinn Feinera visited the 
infirmary at Cork; carried a wounded ex-soldier outside, and shot 
him dead. :

everlasting Gospel of the Father’s 
love revealed.in Jesus Christ may 
at our hands take such shape, be 
so fashioned, and so given to‘'men 
as to meet not simply. what was 
wanted Iong ago, but what. is 
wanted to-day.” You felt you 
were up againat problems of reat 
life the whole time. 

I have spoken of the setting of 
the Conference... I want now: to” 
say a concluding word about ‘its 
message. In a single word ‘that 
Message was fellowsnip. We re- 
eegnise that fellowship is life. 
We see, the fierce struggles of 
humanity after fellowship. The 
messaged of the Christian life is 
that God has indeed’ made man 
for fellowship: that the secret of 
life is the double fellowship, 
with God and fellowship. with 
men:that the only way’to lasting , 
fellowship among -men is fellow~ 
ship with God. - You'can have it 
on no other terms, “Men to-day 
are tempted to déspnir -of the 
world and to blame: ‘its -deaign.. 
‘But this at least-we can say: the 
life of men.upon earth was design- 
ed to give opportunities for love, .

X1X.—-Chinese Custom of 
Entreating A Heavier 
Sentence. ; 
A case that. ¢ame before the 
Chief Justice in 1897 is notewor- 
thy as an instance of the Chinese 
custom of imploring a heavier 
sentence—upon somebody else. 
“examples of this kind have 
occurred from time to time in the 
history of tho Colony, though 
for the last case of the sort 
previously recorded in Mr. JW. 
Norton Kyshe's History we have 
to go back to thirty years earlier. 
On the 20th August, 1867, 
Kwok A, Woo was indicted for 
manslaughter. After the Chief 
Justice of that period, Mr. Smale, 
afterwards Sir John Smale, hed 
sentenced the accused to five 
years’ imprisonment, aa old 
Chinese woman, the mother of 
the deceased, rushed in and 
throw herself on her hands and 
knees in front of the Court, and 
while bowing to the Bench began 
a most pitéous wail. The supplic- 
ation was not for mercy, but for 
a. heavier sentence. Itis sufficient 
to add that the entreaty did not 
affect the sentence. 
DISPUTE OVER A FEW CASH. 
__ ‘Ybe similar case in 1897 came 
before the Chief Justice, Sir 
Jobn Carrington. On the 8th of 
August, as appeared. from the 
statement of the facte,the arene

Taking into 
consideration -all the circumst- 
ances of the case, and that the, 
prisoner had shown he was sorry 
by pleading guilty, the Chief 
Justice said that he would limit 
the sentence to three nionths’ im- 
prisonment with bard labour. 

On hearing the sentence pro- 
nounced .the parents -of the 
deceased, oan aged — couple, 
advanced to the centre of the 
Court, knelt: down in trué Chinese 
fashion in front of the Bench, 
and hegan weeping bitterly, 
evidently disappointed that the 
accused was not to undergo the

avenging theirson’s death. -  _~ 

“QUESTION OF CHINESE ETHICS. 
“These incidents raise ah in- 
teresting question as to how far 
the Ohinese, ih particular the 
masses, have been penetrated by, 
the teaching of Confucius, whose 
“golden rule” was: “Do not do 
unto others as you would not bave 
themdountoyou.” This is theChr- 
jatian injunction, inversely stated, 
but its negative form gives it a 
direct application to the cases 
quoted, above. The suppliants 
evidently favoured tho Mosaic 
Law, notwithstanding that death 
was largely accidental, especially 
in the later case, British 
tribunals have erred at times, but 
their guiding principlo has usual- 
ly been the administration of 
justice, “not ministration to 
vindictiveness,

It is obvisus that tke Revolu-

Christians, we were members of 
the © Revolutionary’ ; Working 
Class. . . we are Ravolution- 
ary Socialists . . we. fear no 
God.” ; ' ; 

It is time the Revolutionary 
Sunday schools were unmasked. 
Many a child is sent to them by 
parents well meaning, if a little 
misled, under the delusion that 
some sort of religious socialism is 
taught. Nothingis farther fromthe 
fact. Forty years ago Bebel, one of 
the early Revolutionary Socialists, 
said—" Ws aim in politica at 
republicanism, in economics at 
socialism, and in the domain of 
what is to-day called religion at 
atheism,” and the Revolutionary 
Qunday schools are doing their 
best to forward these aims, 

The immediate menace, how- 
ever, is political; and less 
immediately, economic, The 
children are taken into these 
schools at an age when their 
minds are so plaetic that they 
accept unquestioningly’ what is 
taught them, and they will grow 
up in the belief that such teach- 
ching. is true.” Nothing will 
shake their faith in later’ years, 
and in. them the Revolutionary 
Sunday Schools are doing their 
best to forward these aims, 

Once.in the Sunday schools a 
child is not allowed to get out of 
touoh with the movement. In- 
evitably he grows up as is desired 
by. his mentors, and takes hie 
place in tho adult revolutionary 
organisations. 

This matter is at present out of 
the control of the State, but_it is 
within the power of every parent 
to see at least that his child is 
not made a puppet of the people 
who are working for the break-up 
of society.-

The Hongkona Celearaph 
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THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 

The British Industries Fair, which opens to-day, promises to 
be a red-letter eventin the annals of the Empire's commerce and 
industry, It consists practically of three distinct exhibitions, The 
largest will bo held in London ut the White City, which attracted 
numerous visitors on the occasion of the Anglo-French Exhibition, 
with which it opened, and to the Anglo-Japanese Exhibition the 
following year, but (excopt that the building was serviceable as a 
Territorial depot when the war broke out) has since, like the fine 
Stadium adjoining it, been something of a white clephant. The 

. White City is a fine, commodious structaze, and now comes into 
valuable use again, Here the most varied display of wares will be 
on view. ‘Then Birmingham and Glasgow (the latter not opening 
until a week later) will play their parts, and big parts too. There is 
“a competition between the metropolis of the Midlands and the 
comercial capital of Scotland for the honour of being the Second 
City of the United Kingdom, hitherto held by Glasgow, which will 
‘ensure each of these great centres putting its right foot foremost. 
The two great provincial cities will naturally give prominence to 
their respective specialities, Birmingham to hardware and Glasgow, 
in view of its wonderful indusiry on the Clyde, to shipbuilding and 
engineering. Although, in’ a* comparison with London, it must 
inoviiably be a case of sed fongo intervalfo in point of extent and 
variety, both Birmingham and Glasgow may be depended upon to 
provide worthy exhibitions, * , 

Before the war the attitude of British manufacturers and 
merchants towards exhibitions had tended to one of scepticism. It 
was considered that the prospects of an adequate return fora 
substantial outlay were dubious. We are now facing a different 
set of conditions, and no stone must be left unturned to reconstruct 
our industries. The need of publicity has been recognised by the 
other great trading nations. A few months ago our French friends 
held an oxtensive fair at Marseilles, at which, by the way, were a 
number of exhibits from Indo-China. Germany, too, held her 
famous fair at Leipzig with some show of pre-war splendour, several 
leading members of the Government being present. It goes without 
saying that the United States ure not letting the grass grow under 
their feet, Besides the Billion Dollar Corporation for financing foreign 
trade, an enormous travelling exhibition, to, visit all the likely 
parts of the globo, has beon organised, so as to bring American 
industries right under the noses of prospective customers, by means 
of a huge linor—a specics of enterprise that has been mooted in the 

. Old Country, and one that is-surely appropriate to our maritime 
genius, In tho face of such widespread competition, it would 
hardly do for British industries to hide their light under a bushel. 

The Farr'has been’ organised by the Department of Oversea 
Trade, and this young offshoot of the Board of Trade, with the 
co-operation of the Foreign Office, has giver signs of enterprise and 
vision in fulfilling its essential function, The Crystal Palace Ex- 
hibition waz a symptom of its alertness to the needs of the time. It 
is now inaugurating what it claims to be “the largest and most 
representative exhibition of British trade ever assembled.’ The 
Deparimont has issued 60,000 invitations to oversea buyers in 
foreign countries, British Colonies, and dominions, as well as to 
nearly 100,000 home buyers; and seventeen commercial commissions 
from abrood are expected. With the assistance of the Federation 
of British Industries, the Chambers of Commerce, the Manufactur- 
ore’ Union and other influential bodies, there ara fair grounds for 
hope that the Extubition willigive an opportune fillip to British 
industry, and, more than this, will introduce and reinforce the 
morits of John Bull's goods among permanent customers,

NOTES AND COMMENTS.

The Jury List, which has 
just been issued, has an interest 
apart from its being o record of 
those who may be called to serve. 
Persons whose names are on it, 
together with those eligible for, 
but’ exempt from, jury service, 
constitute the Sanitary Board 
electotate. That, in itself, ig not 
a matter of extreme importance, 
because it is seldom that one gets 
an opportunity of using the vote 
here. But in view of the 
possibility of a measure of con- 
stitulional reform being conceded 
in the near future, a point of 
soine interest does arise. If, as 
is oxpected, tho elective principle 
‘is extended: to cover Legislative 
Council representation, it is more 
than likely that the franchiso! 
will bo based on the Sanitary. 
Board electorate. As things are, 
however, this might result in 
a fow British subjects being 
without the vate, , for a 
reason which we will procead to 
state. According to what we 
have been told, there are people 
in certain omployment here who, 
while being ordinarily eligible for 
jury service, are not liable to be 
called up, though they are not 
specifically exempted by Ordin- 
ance. Wo have in mind such 
branches of employment as the 
cable companies and the Chinese 
Customs service. As we under- 
stand matters, thoso entitled to 
vote at Sanitary Board elections 
(and. therefore those who may be 
given the franchise for Council 
appointments): are those whose 
names are on the Jury List, plus 
those who aro by Ordinance ex- 
empted. It will thugbe seen that 
people such as cable company and 
Customs service employes stand 
in danger of having no vote atall. 
ln view, therefore, of the reforms 
to which we are looking forward, 
it would appear that the time has 
come .cither to specifically éx- 
tend the exemptions or, in the 
legislation: effecting constitu- 
tional reform, to lay it de- 
finitely down: that the voters 
shall be those whose names 
are on the Jury List, 
plus persons exempted from jury 
service, whether specifically by 
Ordinance or for any, reason 
whatsoever. We trust that these 
points will be borne in mind when 
constitutional reform is. put into 
operation. 


The Fire Brigade. 


As we have recently had 
occasion to comment on the 
Colony’s Fire Brigade, with par- 
tirular reference to its adminis- 
tration and equipment, we were 
gratified to read the question on 
the subject, of which the Hon. 
Mr, Holyoak gave notice at the 
last Council meeting. Mr. Holy- 
oak asked for the appointment of 
a Committes of Enquiry into the 
matter, but he withdrew his 
question on being informed by 
His Excellency that Mr. Wolfe, 
on his return, intends looking 
closely into the subject and that 
a Committee would probably be 
appointed. In the circumstances, 
there was no need to press the 
matter, and all that can now 
b> done is to await Mr. 
Wolfe's return and then 
expedite action. Mr. 
stated that tho Chambor, of 
Commerce has recently -received 
many complaints regarding the 
efficiency of the Brigade and 
spoke of a gencral feeling that it 
is not properly equipped for deal- 
ing with a serious harbour con- 
flagration. If that is’ so, then 
the matter is a serious one, in 
view of the huge amount of ship- 
ping that comes to this ort, But, 
as we have previously remarked, 
it ig not morely a matter of 
equipment; wholesale reform in 
administration is needed. So we 
hope that if a Committee of 
Enquiry is appointed,.it will be 
a thoroughly representative one 
and that it will be empowered to 
investigate every ‘aspect of 
Brigade work. A port and com- 
mercial centre of the sizo and 
importance of Hongkong. ought 
to havea well-organised, modern 
Fire Brigade, with no interfer- 
ence by non-experts. That is 
what any Committe of Enquiry 
should aim at and we hope that is 
what we soon shall have,
